Limerick Radio Club has been invited by the Foynes Flying-Boat Museum to operate 
a special Amateur Radio Station in conjunction with the commemorative Transatlantic 
Re-Enactment Flight 1937 from Newfoundland Canada to Foynes Ireland. A special 
call sign has been allocated to the station EI-70-FOY. The station will be on the air 
from the 6th to the 8th of July 2007. On HF the station will operate from 80 to 10 
metres. It will also operate on VHF / UHF using the EI7OFOY call sign.
